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Report of the Recording Secretary 
To the Members of the Breed Family: 

The loss of our esteemed President, Charles Norcross Breed, who died 
on February 18, 1937 has caused deep regret in the Breed Family Association. 
The usual midwinter meeting, because of this sad event, was omitted. 

At the last annual meeting, held on June 1, 1936 at the Happy Valley 
Club, in the Lynn Woods, there were a goodly number present. A short busi¬ 
ness meeting was held, with President William Johnson Breed in the chair. 
Reports were read and officers for the ensuing year elected. The President- 
Elect, Charles Norcross Breed of Swampscott, Mass, spoke a few words in ac¬ 
knowledgment of his election, expressing his warm interest in the family 
and his earnest desire for its welfare and advancement. Dinner was served 
at seven o'clock, after which Mr. Alfred T. Comstock, a member of the Lynn 
Park Commission, spoke interestingly on "Lynn Woods and Its History." When 
this forest was divided among the inhabitants of Lynn in 1706, several 
Breeds were given lots which remained in their families through many gen¬ 
erations. The rest of the evening was pleasantly filled with chats among 
the members. It was, as intended, a big family party. 


Since our • t report eight new members have been added. We welcome 
them to the activities of the Association and trust that the benefits re¬ 
ceived will be mutual. We deeply regret our loss by death of seven loyal 
members, one of whom, Mrs. Eliza Maria Allen was within two months of being 
one hundred years old. Each member is solicited to report promptly to the 
Corresponding Secretary the death of a member and forward a short account 
for the mimeograph. 


New members will be welcomed. The more in the Association the wider 
its advantages will be spread. Please notify the Corresponding Secretary 
Miss Helen A. Boyce of any eligible or prospective members that they may be 
invited to join.

Thus when a man 
from afar comes to visit the site of the ancestral home of Allen^ Breed the 
past three hundred years are spanned and he feels that he has some connec¬ 
tion with the old home in the East.

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CHARLES NORCROSS BREED, 
PRESIDENT OF THE BREED FAMILY ASSOCIATION 


Charles Norcross Breed was born at Lynn, Massachusetts, April 21, 1877, 
and died at Candle House, his home in Swampscott, February 18, 1937. He was 
the son of Joseph Bassett Breed and Mary Lavinia Norcross Breed. After 
graduating from the public schools of Lynn, he completed his education at 
the Eoston Latin School. On April 22, 1911 he married Melora Thayer Bufford 

of Boston. He is survived by his widow and twin sons, Joseph Bassett Breed, 

III and Charles Norcross Breed, Jr. 

In the early part of his business career Mr. Breed was associated with 
his father in the lumber and building supplies business. He became connect¬ 
ed with the banking firm of Perry, Coffin & Burr in 1906, and when this firm 

was dissolved in 191b he continued with the firm of Arthur Perry Sc Company, 

Inc., with whom he was continuously associated until the time of his death. 

Mr. Breed served for thirty years as a Trustee of the Lynn Institution 
for Savings. According to the Resolutions unanimously adopted by the Board 
of Trustees of this bank, "This Institution has lost the services of one of 
its oldest members in point of service, and one who was exceptionally faith¬ 
ful in the discharge of his duties as Trustee." The Resolutions go on to 
say, "It is probable that no single person has ever been as faithful in at¬ 
tendance at the Trustees 1 meetings of this Bank as Mr. Breed." 

Devoted to civic and charitable affairs, Mr. Breed was for many years 
a member of the Lynn Hospital Corporation, and of the Lynn Home for Aged Men 
Corporation. He served some years as Clerk of the latter institution. 

As a patriot and lover of American history, Mr. Breed held membership 
in the Patria Society, the Society of Colonial Wars, the Sons of the Ameri¬ 
can Revolution, the Essex Institute, the Lynn Historical Society, the Bunker 
Hill Monument Association, and the Breed Family Association, of which he be¬ 
came President in June 1936, having served as Vice-President for several 
years before. 

A lover of animals and particularly of dogs, he had been a member of 
the Scottish Terrier Club of America, and had maintained a kennel of prize 
dogs which won distinction in the New York, Boston, and other dog shows, one 
of them becoming a champion. 

His kindly nature and democratic spirit won Mr. Breed a host of friends 
in virtually every* walk of life. And his family life was a particularly* 
happy one. He was extremely interested In ecclesiastical matters, and was 
always a devout member of the Church of England. He served on the Vestry 
of St. Stephen's Church in Lynn, and after he had married and moved to 
Swampscott*, became a Vestryman of the Church of the Holy Name, from which he 
was buried in Pine Grove Cemetery. Mr. Breed was particularly attached to 
the High Church interpretation of the Anglican Communion, and was considered 
an authority on the rituals of this particular theology. 

These details of religious dignity and ceremony upon which he insisted 
were as much a part of his daily life. His dignified appearance, gallant 
manners, and warm hospitality prompted many who knew Mr. Breed to speak of 
him as "A gentleman of the old school." 
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But probably that characteristic which best describes him was his great 
devotion to his home and family, and his unusually deep interest in those 
who were nearest him. Somehow there was about him a quiet simplicity which 
through its very unobtrusiveness drew men to him. 

Mr. Breed was a direct descendant of Elder William Brewster, of the 
Plymouth Colony and the "Mayflower." 

His descent from Allen 1 Breed is as follows: Joseph Bassett Breed 8 , 
Joseph Breed, II 7 , Joseph Bassett Breed 6 , Abraham 5 , Benjamin 4 , Samuel 3 , 
Allen 2-1 .

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SOME BREED FAMILY GATHERINGS 


For many years there has been a strong feeling of kinship among the 
scattered descendants of Allen Breed the first, and a number of gatherings 
of the family have been held in various parts of the country. 

The earliest one, to our knowledge, took place in Jamestown, Chatauqua 
Co. New York about seventy years ago, at the instigation of Deacon John C. 
Breed a prominent business man of Jamestown. 

Deacon Breed was a descendant of the Stonington Branch of the family, 
the son of Thomas Breed, who as a young man emigrated from Stonington, Conn, 
to New York State, married Elizabeth Clements of Dutchess County, N.Y., a 
young lady of Dutch ancestry, and settled on a farm in Saratoga County, 
noted as the spot where Gen. Gates received the surrender of Gen. Burgoyne. 

John C. Breed, the sixth of a family of twelve children, went as a lad 
of eighteen years to Jamestown, N.Y. where his elder brother William was 
established in the cabinet-making business. These enterprising brothers 
soon bought a factory, established machinery operated by water-power and 
developed an extensive business which later developed into a large and 
prosperous furniture manufacturing and wholesale dealers' concern, the first 
in that locality, run by DeW'itt Clinton and Judson W'. Breed, sons of William 
and Deac. John C., under the firm name of D.C. and J.W. Breed Co. 

In the Spring of 1868, Deacon Breed, in his sixty-fifth year, having 
probably retired to some extent from active business, became interested in 
collecting data concerning the Breed family. He opened a general corre¬ 
spondence with all persons of the name of Breed known to him in all parts 
of the country, thereby gathering much interesting information regarding 
the family. To quote from the Proceedings of the "Breed Convention":—"A 
desire to know more about, and to become better acquainted with all bearing 
the name of BREED," prompted the issuing of the following Circular by the 
Breeds located at Jamestown, N.Y. 


JAMESTOWN, N.Y. Aug. 1, 1868 


The undersigned, members of the BREED FAMILY, in this vicinity, being 
desirous of meeting their relatives, and descendants of their New England 
ancestors, take this method of extending to you an invitation to attend a 
social gathering at Jamestown, N.Y. September 10, 1868. 

Should the weather permit, an excursion and picnic on Chatauqua Lake 
is in contemplation, during which Deacon J. C. Breed will deliver a histori¬ 
cal sketch of the family, extending back to the settlement of the first 
Breed Family in America at Lynn, Mass, in 1630. Please extend this notice 
and invitation to all the relatives of your acquaintance.

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In response to this invitation, seventy-five Breeds from various sec¬ 
tions of the country assembled. The weather being unpropitious, the origi¬ 
nal plan to hold the meeting in some of the pleasant groves on the shore of 
beautiful Lake < hatauqua had to be abandoned, and the company, gathered at 
the hospitable home of Mr. and Mrs. DeWitt Clinton Breed at ten o’clock on 
the morning of the appointed day. "The interval between the assembling and 
the hour of dinner was pleasantly spent in inquiring each other out, and 
ascertaining from what particular branch of the old New England family the 
new acquaintance sprung—many of the members of the family being entirely 
unknown to each other previous to the meeting. Acquaintances formed under 
such circumstances are quite unusual and sought with much curiosity. The 
desire to ascertain how they look—v/hat their religion and politics and a 
thousand other questions equally pertinent fully warrants saying that but 
few more interesting occasions occur in a lifetime.” 

At two o’clock the assemblage had a sumptuous repast, after which 
Deacon Breed read a historical sketch of the family from the time of the ar¬ 
rival at Salem in 1630 of Allen Breed, the first and only man of the name 
who emigrated to this country. He said ”We are descendants of an ancient 
family extending back to the first settlement of the country. As I review 
the records of past generations and look upon this circle of friends gath¬ 
ered to hear of their ancestors and for social reunion, many thoughts crowd 
my mind and seek utterance. Since our ancestors landed in this country 240 
years ago, eight generations have been born most of whom have passed to 
their long rest. They contributed to the general good; they helped the na¬ 
tion to establish itself, as we are helping to maintain it. They did well 
their part. Are we doing ours as well? That is a momentous question.” 

Much family data was given in the course of Deacon Breed's address 
which he had gained through correspondence with members of the Breed family 
and the efforts of Judge Elial T. Foote of New Haven, an enthusiast in 
genealogical and antiquarian research, who gathered much data from town and 
church records and local histories in New England libraries relating to the 
family. Judge Foote stated that he had found much evidence of the Christian 
character and integrity of the members of the Breed family. He said "You 
are of good stock. Your ancestors were among the most respected and leading 
business men of their time and are generally found among the Christian men 
and women in the churches of Christ.” 


A ’’Breed Association" was formally organized, and upon the motion of 
Honorable Joseph Fish Breed of Syracuse, N.Y. Deacon Breed was elected 
President and Frederick W. Breed of Buffalo, N.Y. Vice-President for the en¬ 
suing year. An Executive Committee was then appointed, as follows:-

This committee was requested to work with the officers to gather infor¬ 
mation regarding the Breed family. The hope was expressed that future 
meetings might be held and attended by increased numbers, including repre¬ 
sentatives from all the different branches that have sprung from Allen 3reed 
Lynn, Mass. 
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A vote of thanks was extended Mr. DeWitt Clinton Breed and his wife for 
their hospitality after which the formalities of the occasion were dispensed 
with and all gladly availed themselves of the further opportunities of ac¬ 
quaintance and social reunion. Thus ended the "First Convention of the 
Breed Family" in Jamestown. This meeting deserves special recognition be¬ 
cause of the widespread interest awakened there by Deacon Breed in the col¬ 
lection and preservation of data relative to the family. The enthusiastic 
work of this group of leading men and the loyalty of their descendants to 
the Breed Family traditions has been of invaluable assistance to the later 
compilers of Breed geneaJogy, and their descendants have proved themselves 
to be pillars of strength in solid foundations of the present Breed Family 
Association. 

In 1872 a printed pamphlet recording the proceedings of the Jamestown 
Reunion was issued by Deacon Breed. One of these came into the hands of 
Rev. William Pratt Breed, a correspondent of the Deacon’s. Upon its receipt 
he turned to his son, J. Howard Breed and said "Suppose you trace our line 
to Allen, 1601." Whereupon J. Howard Breed set to work, completed his own 
line, and decided to compile an extended history of the Breed Family. 

Beacon Breed and many of the interested attendants of the Convention were 
among those who were most helpful in collecting material used in the compil¬ 
ing of this volume, published under the title of the "Breed Family Record" 
in 1892 and many were on the list of subscribers for the 100 volumes print¬ 
ed. 


On November 10, 1881, an interesting Breed Family gathering took place 
at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Austin Gillette, near Elkhart, Cass County, 
Michigan. The occasion was the sixtieth birthday of Mrs. Gillette, daughter 
of James and Elizabeth (Kinne) Breed and granddaughter of Elder Gershom 
Breed born in Stonington, first Baptist minister of the church in Manlius, 
near Syracuse, N.Y. There were present at the reunion all the living chil¬ 
dren, six men and three women. They came from eight states and territories. 
It had been forty years since they had all been together in the old pioneer 
home in New York State. They went away mere stripling boys and girls, many 
years before and now, all of them of middle age or beyond, were wearing 
spectacles and the men bald and grey. 


It was certainly a notable thing for a family of eleven children at the 
parting, after a period of forty years, for nine of them to meet as they did, 
representing with*their families, over sixty persons. Two of the brothers 
Levi Newton and Justus H. came all the way from California for the occasion. 
They had both gone to the far west at an early date where they had attained 
wealth and influence. Simon P., the eldest brother, had settled as a physi¬ 
cian in Illinois and was now retired; Marvin A., a druggist, now owner of a 
distinctive fine art and imported goods business, was then living in Peoria, 
ill - j Franklin, another brother, came from Minnesota and George V,'. a con¬ 
struction engineer on the Lake Shore R.R. came from his home in Silver Creek, 
-Je.v York. The three sisters present on this memorable occasion, Mrs. Gil¬ 
lette and Mrs. Martin of Michigan and Mrs. Loosley of Iowa City, Iowa were 
eminently worthy of their distinguished family connections—kind, intelli¬ 
gent women, strongly devoted not only to family interests but to the great¬ 
est of all causes, that of Christian living. 


The gathering lasted over three days and there was much feasting and 
’peech-making, filled with reminiscences of "Aula Lang Syne." The meetings

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Dr. Simon P. Breed, the eldest brother, presided over the formal meet¬ 
ings. In his opening speech he said "As we look over this little company- 
coming together from the east, from the far west, from the north and from 
the south and remember whose sons and daughters we are, it is by no means 
strange that our minds are at once crowded with precious memories and con¬ 
flicting emotions. 

In imagination we are carried back through the lapse of years to our 
childhood home—to the humble cot where we were born—to the creek along 
whose marshy banks we sported, to the rude bridge that spanned the stream, 
the place where we patiently held the angle-rod and sometimes caught a fish, 
and the schoolhouse where we were taught our letters and were instructed 
in other branches of knowledge. There comes back to our memories our young 
associates, our schoolmates and our boon companions, fresh and vivid, clear- 
cut as though it were but yesterday and we live over again our young life. 

But amid all these multitudinous memories there stand out most clearly 
in the foreground of the picture two central figures, always present, never 
obscured no matter how shifting the other objects may be—our father and 
mother, the former now too aged and feeble to make one of this party and 
the latter long gone to her rest—whose short full life gave the world this 
goodly family." Events touching the early history of the family were re¬ 
called and incidents connected with their youth when they were all together 
were related. Mrs. Gillette said "When my mind turns back to the scenes of 
our childhood, and the happy days we spent together under our father's roof; 
of the long winter evenings, as we sat before the great fireplace, with its 
huge back-log, and burning, blazing wood in front, held in place by two 
large andirons, which seemed like sentinels on guard; of the story-telling 
and mirth; of the love and affection that bound us together, and still binds 
us as firm as rocks—when I think of all this and look around on the same 
dear familiar faces today, I feel that I am young once again." 

Captain George W. Breed made a short speech abounding in wit and humor 
which was highly applauded, and Levi Newton Breed told of his adventures in 
prospecting and pioneering in California. He closed his remarks by saying 
that although he had come a long way to attend this meeting he felt that 
the pleasure he had already enjoyed had more than repaid him and he hoped 
that they might hold another such meeting in a few years, and it was decided 
the next reunion of the family would take place at Center Grove Farm, near 
Princeton, Ill. as the guests of Dr. Simon P. Breed. 

Five years later. Dr. Simon P. Breed entertained his brothers and 
sisters and members of their families at Center Grove Farm for their second 
reunion, commencing on Sept. 23rd and continuing through the 25th. The 
group of nine brothers and sisters remained unbroken, but the venerable 
father had passed on two years previously, in his ninetieth year. Accom¬ 
panying them were the wives, sons, and daughters, nephews and nieces and 
sons-in-law and daughters-in-law and Dr. Breed’s hospitable and capacious 
home was filled from attic to basement with the merry crowd. The beautiful 
300-acre farm, with its choice rolling prairie land, its fine grove of tim¬ 
ber and never-failing springs, and model farm, expertly laid out, and run by 
Dr. Breed, and called one of the garden spots of the county, was open to 
inspection by the guests. 

Everyone was made to feel at home with well-known Illinois hospitality 
especially as they gathered around the festive board which was bountifully 
spread for their enjoyment. V.hen the company convened for its formal meet¬ 
ing, they chose Levi Newton Breed as chairman. He said "Our eldest brother 
Simon, whom we must now look upon as head of the family, becoming enthused 
over the success of our first reunion in Michigan five years ago, determined

that it should be repeated and sent out summonses to the different states 
and territories inviting us to congregate at this time for our second re¬ 
union. Such a meeting as this twenty years ago would have consumed so much 
time and been attended with so much expense that I doubt very much whether 
the project could have been carried out. But now that the East and West 
have been united with bands of steel and the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans 
have been welded, we find it vastly different in journeying across the 
continent in 1886 and 1853. Then I was four months in driving cattle across 
the arid plains and rugged mountains, swimming rivers, and fighting Indians 
and subsisting on bacon and beans. Now the trip is made in four days and 
those days are spent in a palace car where you have a darkey to black your 
boots and supply you with ice-water, and where you can enjoy all the com¬ 
forts and luxuries of life that may be obtained at home in your own drawing¬ 
room. " 

Several interesting addresses were delivered by members of the family 
and a great many anecdotes related about the olden times, causing much mer¬ 
riment to some of the younger persons present. 

Letters were read from Deacon John C. Breed, the originator of the 
Breed Family reunions, who had reached his eighty-second year, and from a 
cousin George A. Breed of Milwaukee, who had attended the first reunion at 
Jamestown. Plans were made for the preservation of the records of these 
family gatherings and other family papers of interest for the use of the 
coming generations of the line. The next meeting of the family was dis¬ 
cussed, the California brothers suggesting that the meeting take place "in 
City of Angels, in the land of sunshine, under the vine and fig-tree, sur¬ 
rounded by fragrant orange blossoms" and another proposing that it be held 
at the base of Bunker Hill Monument, and that all the Breeds of the United 
States meet them there. It was finally decided to meet at some future time 
in Chicago, subject to the call of the Chairman. 

We learn through letters written to J. Howard Breed (whose file of cor¬ 
respondence is now in possession of the Breed Family Association) that many 
influential members of the family were desirous of holding some more Breed 
reunions, but no plan seems to have been successfully worked out. In the 
Spring of 1920, however, a general call to a conference was extended to all 
the descendants of Allen Breed, the immigrant, in the following notice pub¬ 
lished in the Lynn newspapers. 


MEETING OF THE BREED FAMILY 
To the Members of the Family of Breed: 

In view of the unsuccessful effort recently made to change the name of 
Breed Square, the undersigned believe it for the permanent interest of the 
family name that all members of the Breed Family, whether by inheritance, 
by birth or by marriage, whether bearing the Breed name or not, should con¬ 
fer at an early date. They, therefore, request the presence of every mem¬ 
ber of the Breed Family at a meeting to be held in the rooms of the Lynn 
Historical Society, 125 Green Street, on Monday, March 29th, 1920 at 8 
o’clock, P.M. Please extend this notice to any and all members of the fami¬ 
ly.

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In response there was a good sized gathering which was called to order 
by Warren M. Breed who acted as Chairman. Plans were discussed for some 
united work of the family and much interest and enthusiasm were shown. 

After due consideration it was decided to appoint a committee to form a 
permanent organization of the Breed Family. John Breed Newhall was appoint¬ 
ed Chairman of this committee. A Committee was also appointed to place a 
tablet in the Breed School, which stands on the original Allen Breed tract 
in West Lynn, Mass., and Warren M. Breed was chosen Chairman. 

This tablet was erected on Wednesday, Dec. 29, 1920 with appropriate 
exercises, following which a special meeting was held at which a Breed 
Family Association was formally organized, its purpose stated "to perpetu¬ 
ate the memory of Allen Breed, the immigrant ancestor of the Breed Family 
in this country and to compile a genealogy of the family since the founder 
landed on the American shores about 300 years ago." Prof. Charles Blaney 
Breed of Massachusetts Institute of Technology was chosen President, with 
Vice-Presidents William C. Breed of New York City, Rev. Dwight P. Breed, 
Ph.D. of Chicago, Dr. Lewis S. Breed of Roslindale, Mass, and Dr. Nathaniel 
Pope Breed of Lynn, Secretary, Miss S. Ellen Breed and Robert V/. Breed of 
Lynn as Treasurer. 

In June, 1921, the Breed Family Association held its first meeting, at 
which time there was an attendance of 81 members. Since then regular meet¬ 
ings have been held, the Annual Meetings in June, and with a few exceptions, 
yearly midwinter meetings at which the gatherings are very informal and 
social, when papers on subjects of interest to the family are sometimes 
given. In 1923 there was listed a membership of 222 persons from all parts 
of the country. A large number live nearby and in Lynn, in which city the 
Breeds are classed among its most estimable citizens. 

Accounts of the meetings and activities of the Association, which is 
now in its seventeenth year, have been published in annual mimeographed 
brochures, which also contain genealogies of the several branches of the 
family which have been collected and arranged by the genealogical committee. 

In southwestern Illinois a family group of Breeds have been holding 
reunions for the last ten years. They are descendants of Obadiah Breed who 
settled as v a pioneer in Jo Davies County, Illinois, one hundred years ago. 
These family gatherings have been held in or near Freeport, Illinois, and 
are attended largely by members of the family from Jo Davies and Stephenson 
Counties. These meetings have always been held on the third Sunday of 
August, and members of the family now more than 200 in number, come from 
far and near to meet with their kinfolk on these joyful occasions. A 
bounteus picnic dinner brought and spread out by the families attending, is 
served in cafeteria style, the long tables being laden with delicious home- 
cooked food. 

Following this sumptuous repast a business meeting takes place, let¬ 
ters from absent members are read, events of family interest and history 
reviewed and officers elected for the coming year. An informal entertain¬ 
ment follows with various members of the family participating in the pro¬ 
gram. A delightfully social time makes these occasions memorable and they 
are looked forward to with happy anticipation from year to year. 

Mrs. Collin Reynolds, who has served as President of these reunions 
for a number of years tells as follows of the first of these family gather¬ 
ings. In 1925, Mrs. Annie Holland, the third child of Obadiah Breed, the 
pioneer settler, came to Illinois for a visit. During her stay plans were 
made to hold a reunion of all the members of the Obadiah Breed Family at 
the Old Brick Church in Long Hollow, near Elizabeth, Illinois. This old 
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church, still standing, is now used for community gatherings. Beside it 
stands the old rock schoolhouse for which Obadiah Breed himself helped hew 
the stone and helped build, where many of his descendants attended school. 
Since there were no tables in the church, boards were placed across the 
seats for table service. The picnic lunch at noon was followed by group 
singing, accompanied on the organ which was sixty years old. Those present 
recall with pleasure the interesting talk given by Mrs. Holland on that day 
in which she related her memories and associations of Long Hollow and her 
life there. Her brother, Lincoln H. Breed of Elizabeth, Illinois, spoke of 
tie enjoyment he had gained from this gathering and suggested holding a re¬ 
union of all the descendants of his grandfather, Obadiah Breed, Sr. Much 
interest was shown in the discussion of his idea. As a result, officers 
were elected to be responsible for the next reunion. At this same meeting 
a fund was started by collection for the upkeep of the family graves in the 
Long Hollow cemetery and a committee of five volunteered to clean the ceme¬ 
tery up free of charge. This fund, in charge of Mr. Kirby Hancock of 
Elizabeth, has been steadily growing throughout the years. 

Ten most enjoyable reunions have taken place since that time, and this 
loyal family group, because of the importance of these gatherings in the 
lives of the older members of the family, plan to hold many more happy re¬ 
unions. On Aug. 21, 1927 it was voted to make Mrs. Lovicy Lee, oldest 
representative of the family, a life member of the Breed Family Association 
and she and her nephew, George Nelson Breed of Brookings, South Dakota, 
represented that branch of the descendants of Allen Breed in our society. 

The descendants of Obadiah Breed, Sr. were much interested to learn the 
link of kinship between themselves and the other Breeds of the country. 
Through investigation of records, correspondence and personal interviews by 
interested persons in the Breed Family Association the fact was established 
that they are descendants of Allen 1 Breed through his grandson Timothy. 

Joseph 6 Breed (son of Joseph 5 , Joseph 4 , Timothy 3 Allen 2-1 of Marble¬ 
head and Charlestown, Mass.) was born near Breed’s Hill, Charlestown, where 
he lived until his family was driven by the burning of the town by the 
British to take refuge in Weston, Mass. He enlisted in the Revolutionary 
War from the neighboring town of Hopkinton, where he then resided. After 
the war he settled in Hillsdale (Green River), Columbia County, N.Y. His 
wife, Anna Hutchinson was probably the daughter of Amos Hutchinson, born in 
Linn, Mass. July 18, 1743, and granddaughter of Benjamin Hutchinson and his 
wife Mary Breed, sister of Joseph 6 Breed of Marblehead. 

Joseph 6 and Anna (Hutchinson) Breed were the parents of Obadiah Breed, 
Sr. whose son Obadiah went as a pioneer in 1837-38 to Illinois. 

May the Breed Family Reunions continue for many years to come.

MRS. ALICE HUBEARD (BREED) BENTON 

Mrs. Benton died April 12, 1936 at her home Ca-di-Fiore, Fort Lauder¬ 
dale, Florida. She was a native of Salem, Massachusetts, the daughter of 
the late Hubbard Breed and his wife, Ada Elizabeth Clough. She was married 
first to Harry Chase Foster and after his death spent several years in 
foreign travel. Her second marriage was to Frederick H. Benton of New Haven, 
Conn, who survives her. 

Mrs. Benton, when quite young, became interested in things historical, 
becoming regent of the North Bridge Chapter D. R. when she was about twenty- 
five years old. After making Florida her home she became prominent in af¬ 
fairs of the Daughters of the American Revolution there and at the time of 
her death was a past regent of Himmarshee Chapter, D.A.R., second vice-presi¬ 
dent of the state D.A.R. organization and southern regional director of 
genealogical research for the national D.A.R. 

She was the first registrar and later president of the Florida chapter 
of the Founders and Patriots of America. She was also a member of the Magna 
Charta Barons of Runnymede Dames, descendants of the signers of the Magna 
Charta of England, Women Descendants of Ancient and Honorable Artillery of 
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Boston, National Society of Daughters of American Colonists, Colonial Dames 
of America. Order of Crusades’ Colonial Order of the Crown Knights of the 
Garter, Life member of the Lauderdale Women’s Club, Lauderdale Garden Club, 
the Alpha Club and the Women’s Republican Club of Broward County. 

Her brother. Dr. Nathaniel Perkins Breed of Douglaston, L. I., N.Y. 
and his daughter Catherine are the last of that branch of the family carry¬ 
ing the Breed name. ”The Distaff Side of the Breeds” was written by Mrs.
